A new Feed Wheat Law was re­ 
cently passed by the Congress and 
approved by the President per­ 
mitting fanners whose wheat ac­ 
reage allotment is less than 30 
acres of wheat for use exclusive­ 
ly on the farm where produced 
The new provision will apply only 
to 1958 and future crops, and does 
not apply to the 1957 and prior 
wheat crops. 


A number of limitations are 
placed on the production and use 
of wheat under the new provision. 
Producers, to be eligible to grow 
up to the 30 acres without penal­ 
ty, for the 1958 crap, must sign an 
application prior to planting time) 
on the farm, or October 15. 1957, 
whichever is later, and the ap­ 
plication must be approved by 
the County Agricultural Stabiliza 
tion and Conservation Committee. 
These applications will be avail­ 
able in the ASC office soon. 


If the producer signs up for the 
feed wheat exemption provision, 
under the law the entire crop of 
wheat must be used on the farm 
where produced for seed, human 
food or livestock and poultry feed. 
Not more than 30 acres of wheat 
may be grown on the farm, and 
non** of tho whoa* may be sold, 
bartered, or exchanged, nor will 


it be eligible for price support. 
The livestock or poultry fed 
must be owned by the producer, 
or subsequent owner or operator 
of the farm. It may not be remov­ 
ed to another farm for any pur­ 
pose. 


If the wheat is to be ground in­ 
to feed or flour at a mill, all of the j 
processed 
product 
and 
by-pro-j 
ducts must be returned to the 
farm. The producer may not pay 
for the service of grinding by giv­ 
ing the by-products or any of the 
grain to the mill. 


The provision in effect under 


past 
programs 
permitting 
pro­ 
ducers to market wheat without 
penalty where harvestings are 15 
acres or less regardless of the 
size of the wheat allotment will 
still be available to producers on 
farms which are not participating 
in the feet! wheat exemption pro­ 
visions. However, 
any producer 
who elects to participate in the 
feed wheat exemption 
provision 
of the program will not be eligible 
to market any of his wheat, and 
the 15 acre provision will not ap­ 
ply to the farm. 


The exemption relating to the 
feed wheat provision is not auto­ 
matic and only those producers 
who execute a proper application 
by the final sign-up date, and such 
application is approved, will 
bo 
eligible to use this exemption. 


A producer who participated in 
the 1958 wheat acreage reserve of 
the Soil Bank will not be eligible 
to use the provisions of the 30 
acre feed wheat amendment.
